IM SORRY | SHOT, 
CRIES SCHRANK 


Would-Be Assassin Gives Ex- 
pression to Regret 


Schrank Arraigned But Won’t 


the baseball champions og the world 
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Be Tried Until After Elec- 
tion—Socialist Attorney to 
Prosecute — Schrank De- 
clares He Is No Socialist. 


Milwaukee, October 15.—State'’s At- 
torney Winfred C. Zabel, of Milwaukee 
county, tonight definitely announced 
that John Schrank, Colonel Roosevelt's 
assailant, would not be brought to trial 
until after the national election, No- 
vermber 5. He said the trial would be 
opened some time between November 


11 and 15. Mr. Zabel, who is said to 
be the only socialist state’s attorney in 
the country, gave three specific reasons 
for his decision to put off the trial for 
one month. 

He said, first, it was only reasonable 
to await the results of Colonel Roose- 
velt’'s injury; second, he had no desire 
to crowd the defendant; and, third, 
gave it as his opinion that it would 
he unwise to call the case during the 
final struggle in the presidential cam- 
paign. 

To Keep Politics Out of Trial. 

* “It Is my desire to try this case just- 
ly and expeditiously,” said Mr. Zabel, 
“and to avoid having the plain criminal 
aspects of the case in any way in- 
volved in the national political cam- 
paign. It would not be fair to any of 
the persons involved. If we went to 
trial before election day it is almost 
certain that the matter would be 
dragged into the campaign by one or 
another of the big political parties.” 

Discussing the case as viewed by 


him, the Milwaukee county prosecutor | 


said that as far as surface indications 
are concerned, Schrank was sane. 

“If Schrank i!s insane,” said Mr. Za- 
bel, “fit seems there is a method in his 
madness when he selected for the scene 
of his crime a state where there is no 
capital punishment.” 

The state's attorney said he beli@ved 
Schrank had no accompliees or advis- 
ers in the crime. 

The plea of guilty filed by Schrank 
at his preliminary hearing in the dis- 
trict court this morning is looked upon 
ag merely perfunctory by the public 
prosecutor's office. 

‘7 shall permit Schrank to withdraw 
that plea when he goes to trial, if he 
so desires,” sald Mr. Zabel. “In other 
words, this case will be tried tn ex- 
actly the same manner as any other 
case of like criminal gravity. But 
there will be no persecution of the de- 
fendant. He will be tried justly and 
fairly, and can expect to receive the 
punishment merited by the crime.” 

Bullets Tested for Potson. 

Mueh interest centered in the chem- 
ical tests of the remaining bullets in 
Schrank’s revolver, which was started 
this afternoon by Professor R. E. L. 
Sommer, of Marquette university, to 
determine if the bullet with which 
Colonel Roosevelt Was shot had been 
poisoned. Professor Sommer said that 
the result would not be known exactly 
for some time. 

Schrank. when questioned on this 
point, denied emphatically he had used 
poisoned bullets. 

In response to repeated questions 
from State's Attorney Zabel and Sheriff 
Arnold, Schrank declared that at no 
time had he been a socialist or a fol- 
lower of socialistic theories. 

The prisoner said, according to ths 
sheriff and state’s attorney, that he 
had voted the democratic and republii- 
can tickets at various times.

“I’m sorry I shot,” said Schrank, as 
a deputy sheriff was locking him up 
for the night. 

Then Schrank dropped down on his 
cot, and within half an hour was 
sleeping “just like a kid,” as the ja!! 
attendants expressed it. 

The men who are watching Schrank 
were surprised by two things. 

That the prisoner at no time asked 
to see a newspaper, and that he made 
no inquiry whatever regarding Colo- 
nel Roosevelt's condition. 

So far as the jail attaches know, 
Schrank tonight was not informed as 
to whether Colonel Roosevelt was dead 
or alive. He had exhibited no curi- 
osity on this point. His expression of 
regret was not made in reply to any 
interrogation by the deputy, but was 
repeated several times, apparently in 
sollloquy.

Golden, assistant surgeon of the hos- 
pital, and Dr. J. B. Murphy’s chief as- 
sistant in charge of the case, looked 
at the patient and reported that 
there was no prospect of any change 
in the colonel’s condition during the 
night. 

“He will sleep till morning. He is 
all right,” said Dr. Golden. 

Colonel Roosevelt’s temperature at 
12:45 a. m. was 98.8. His pulse had 
dropped to 84 and his respiration was 
18. He was sleeping soundly and had 
not stirred.

| resting fairly easily tonight and his 
| physicians said, after a day of nervous 
| strain, that they were pleased with 
his condition. The clinical record 
showed, however, that his condition

His pulse 
at 10 o’clock was 86, or 14 counts 
above normal and two counts above 
the record two hours after he was 
shot.

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NEGRO’S PLEA LIGHTENS 
SENTENCE OF HIS SON 


“You are the only negro that I call 
a real educated negro,” said Judge L. 
S Roan from the superior court bench 
Monday, to “Uncle Jim” Thomas, who 
was present at the sentence of his son, 
young Jim. 

The boy had killed another negro 
in a fight on Decatur street some 
weeks ago, and besides the fact that 
he pleaded guilty there were several 
mitizating circumstances. The negro 
whom he killed was a “blind tiger” 
known to the police and had attacked 
his slayer. 

Several white men, brought by J. 
D. Kilpatrick, the defendant's attor- 
ney, had testified to the good charac- 
ter that young Jim had borne during 
his residence in Atlanta. 

Then his aged father, a typical spec- 
imen of the ante-bellum darkey, whvu 
had-come from Monticello to be at the 
trial, asked the judge to be allowed 
to say a few words. 

"Dis boy mine 
sich a bad fix, -your honor, may it 
please the court,” began the old 
darkey, “Is one of six that I tried to 
raise jes’ lak my ole marster raised 
me, and dis is de fust time he ever 
got in ter trouble.”

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TAFT SEES FLEET 
STEAMING TO SEA 


Long Line of Warships Passes 
in Review Before the 
President. 


New York, October 15.—The Atlantic 
fleet steamed out to a this after- 
noon. From the super-dreadnoughis 
Arkansas and Wyoming to the tiniest 
submaring the 123 war vessels passc} 
in review before President Taft. The 
column was fifteen miles long and was 
nearly two hours in passing 

The president's yacht, Mayflower, 
dropped anchor half a mile to the 
north of the Statue of Liberty. Be- 
side the Mayflower anchored the gun- 
boats Dolphin and Nashville, the for- 
mer with Secretary of the Navy Mever 
aboard, the latter bearing newspaper 
men. Mr. Meyer put off at once to 
the Mayflower and stood with the 
president on the bridge while the long 
line moved majestically past. 

Flying the flag Rear Admiral 
Osterhaus, the fleet commander, the 
Connecticut led the way, with the Ar- 
Kansas following. The Wyoming came 
900 yards behind the Arkansas, and 
With the same space between them 
came the remainder of the thirty-two 
battleships and the division of 
cruisers. When abreast the Mayflow- 
er, the Connecticut fired a 6-pounder. 
It was the first gun of the long presi- 
dential salute. 

Tens of thousands of persons black- 
ened the shore lines of the Hudson as 
the fleet steamed out. Another army 
Viewed the pageant from downtown 
skyscrapers. Still other thousands 
were aboard a fleet of excursion 
steamers. For three hours the Hud- 
Son was cleared of traffic and with 
one notable exception not much as 
a tugboat stirred from her dock. The 
exception was the north German Lloyd 
liner Kaiser Wilhelm IT. She reached 
quarantine as the first of the battle- 
Ships passed the Mayflower and be- 
cause she had aboard the malls, she 
was permitted to go to her dock 

One accident marked the review 
whenthe torepdo boat Crarven bump- 
ed against a lighter. She appeared at 
first to be badly injured, but an ex- 
amination proved had been dam- 
aged but slightly She went unas- 
sisted to the Brooklyn navy yard for 
repairs. 

After the last of the destroyers had 
passed Secretary Meyer returned to 
the Dolphin. The Mayflower, Dolphin 
and Nashville weighed and 
started up stream and greatest 
fleet ever assembled in western 
world. had sailed away.
